OIL AND GAS RIGHTS 

Regulations, instead of having to |

ing methods. | 
Area of a reservation is now 


restricted to 100,000 acres irrespec- 
tive of ownership. Formerly appli- 
cants could take 100,000 acres of 
crown land, | 

Cash deposits, to take care of | 
drilling requirements, have been 
increased from $2,000 to $2,500 
for each 20,000 acres. | 
Parctices now adopted will per- 
mit reservation applicants to go 
ahead with operations almost im- | 
mediately.

I think it is a self-evident truth 
that each generation develops a 
language of its own. 

This fact is clear, not only in

If I were to 
burst forth in

Conversely, 
1 freely confess that I have diffi- 
culty following the conversation 
of modern youth when modern 
youth really extends itself in the

But these lingual gulfs not only 
spread themselves between one 
age and the next, but between one 
country and another 

l am not referring to the simple 
and obvious fact that two neigh- 
boring countries may and usually 
do speak differing languages 
am referring to the much more 
bewildering and depressing fact 
that the basic symbolism of lan- 
guage varies so radically in dif- 
ferent sections of the globe, and 
even in different sections of a 
community

The meaning of every word 
we use ig colored to some extent 
by prejudice and emotion and 
experience. 

The psychologivts have long 


been acquainted with that fact, 
that to one man the word 
“horse,” for instance, might mean 
nothing more than a gentle quad- 
raped with a mane and a tail, 
while to another man, whose 
experience has included some 
violent accident with a horse, the 
word connotes horror and hatred, 

And so down through the en- 
tire vocabulary of an individual. 

For everyone thinks in sym- 
bols, A word ig not only the 
name of an object or an action, 
but it is coated and discolored 
and distorted with all the host 
of associated ideas it is able to 
pull out of the recesses of our 
minds, 

As an example, I can remem- 
ber before the First Great War 
when the word “German” called 
up a picture of a portly and kind- 
ly man surrounded by his family 
or placidly imbibing lager in a 
beer garden 

Today in millions of minds the 
word “German” signifies a wild 
beast 

The reason is that Hitler made 
the German a symbo! of al! that 
is cruel and objectionable in all 
human nature 


Ideas Distorted 
Out of Focus 


Similarly almost every concep- 
tion of the human mind is dis- 
tortea out of true focus 

The dictionary meaning of the 
word “security,” for example, is 
clear and simple. But since soci- 
ology and polities claimed that 
term for their own, “security” has 
been perverted to mean a condi- 
tion in which the responsibility of 
the individual is entirely thrown 
upon the state and in which a 
is deprived of all those 
natural prods which once upon 


a time urged him to provide for 


person 


himself, “Security”, in this sense, 
could very easily come to be de- 
fined as “helplessness.” 

The same perversion has oc- 
curred in the case of the word 
“freedom.” The prevailing con- 
ception of that word today is 
something that permits me to do 
exactly as I like while my neigh- 
bor must do nothing to irritate 
my sensibilities, 

“Happiness” is another word 
that has fallen before our current 
hysterical symbolism. To the two 
and a half billion people of the 
world it has exactly two and a 
half billion meanings. 

Perhaps the payoff comes on 


the word “democracy” which 
began with the Athenians and 
has taken on a multiplicity of 


definitions since that time. Never 
before, however, has its meaning 
been so catholic as today. De- 
mocracy is what you have and 
what the other fellow has not. 
Each political party and each 
country has a monopoly on it. 
“Patriotism” is the word that 
suffers most. A man is a patriot, 
in the traditional meaning, who 
loves his country. But we have 
many new kinds of patriots in 
this year of grace. We have the 
patriot who owes allegiance only 
to all mankind and to no country. 
We have the patriot who, believ- 
ing in the ideology of a foreign 
race, betrays his country in order 
to bring it the blessings of that 


strange ideology 
Our symbolism has become 
hopelessly mixed up. 


And the confusion that is said 


to have prevailed at the Tower 
of Babel is tranquility itsa@f be 
side the confusion that rides 
men's thoughts today 

It is a wonder that any lucid 


conversation is possible at all 


Sometimes I think it isn't.

The inter-American conference 
which is opening today in ancient 
Bogota, Colombia, is regarded by 
many diplomatic observers as the 
most important meeting of its 
kind since the initial session at 
Washington in 1890 when the Pan- 
American Union was organized. 

Its importance lies in two rea- 
sons: (1) The world crisis caus- 
ed by the fight between Bolshev- 
ism and Democracy calls for an 
overhauling of hemispheric sol- 
idarity; (2) Latin America has 
the urge for economic and pol- 
itical development. 

The 21 republics are hopeful of 
making the inter-American sys- 
tem the strongest association of 
peace-loving countries. The going 
may not be easy, for there are 
numerous controversial problems 
to be solved 

‘There are many subjects on the 
agenda, but in the main they can 
be summed up under three eb 
jectives: 


1. To increase economic co- 
operation among the 21 republics. 

2. To reorganize the 58-year-old 
Pan-American Union as a re- 
gional branch of the United Na- 
tions. 

3. To pet up machinery for set- 
tling digputes among American 
republics, 

The economic aspect is the most 
important to the Latin American 
countries. They have come to the 
time when they want to develop 
their industries, whereas their 
economy thus far has been based 
on their role as suppliers of raw 
materials for the big industrial 
powers, 

This economic urge naturally in- 
volves outside capital, and that 
presumably would come largely 
from the United States. These 
economic desires have met with 
general approval from Washing- 
ton and private capital in the 

mates

The Board of Transport Commis- 
sioners, while authorizing a gen- 
eral 21-per-cent increase in freight 
rates across Canada, announced that 
the boost will not apply to rates on 
grain and grain products for do- 
mestic consumption which move by 
rail between points in Western 
Canada or on rates applying to feed 
grains, 


$750,000 SAVING 

This means, it was estimated un- 
| officially, a saving of roughly $750,- 
000 to the people of the west gen- 
|erally by virtue of the fact that 
|while other rates go up the grain 
rates remain unchanged. 

The increase also does not ap- 
ply to rates on grain and flour 
moving out of Western Canada to 
either Vancouver, Fort William 
or Port. Arthur, the collection 
points at which grain and flour 
are gathered for re-shipment to 
the domestic and export markets. 
In its judgment, the board dealt 
|with the question of equalization 
of freight rates between the 
prairie provinces and Eastern Can- 
ada and found that the very fact 
that the general rate level in On- 
| tario and Quebec is lower means 
| some benefit to the west. 

In some cases, certain traffic 
moving between points on the 
prairies has a lower rate while in 
other instances traffic moving in 
the central provinces carries a 
cheaper tariff. 

Dealing with the general dispar- 
ity as between east and west, the 
board notes that lower rates in 
Eastern Canada are compelled by

A similar incident occurred Sun- 
day. Another crowd of 1,500 per- 
sons gathered and was broken up 
by police with eight more arrested. 
The fighting was more severe Sun- 
day, with police using sabers and 
batons to clear the streets,
